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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 3-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 has been amended to recite " a 
tension ring which loads the sealing body against the base of the sealing groove without 
loading the sealing body against the shaft". The original disclosure fails to support this 
limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3 and 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Balsells (US# 5265890). 

Balsells discloses all the limitations of the instant claims including; a shaft130; a 
housing 128 which supports the motor shaft with freedom to rotate, the housing and the 
motor shaft forming at least one working chamber filled with pressure medium (note the 
seal is for fluid sealing), the housing having a sealing groove with a radially extending 
sidewall and a radially inward facing base; a seal comprising a one part sealing body 
received in the groove, the sealing body having one side resting against the bas and 
another side resting against the shaft; and an anti-rotation 134 device which prevents 
the sealing body from rotating with respect to the housing. See figure 4d. Also note the 
1 12 1 st rejection above and tension ring 136. 

Regarding claim 3, see figure 1 . The ring extends over 360 degrees all along the 
circumference of the seal. 

Regarding claims 6-7, note the stop profile 134. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Balsells (US# 5265890) in view of Dewis et al (US# 6142731). 

Ballsells discloses all the limitations of the instant claims with exception to the 
increased diameter being circumferentially limited (claim 8) and a recess in the sidewall 
to allow passage of the increased diameter (claim 9). Dewis et al disclose a similar seal 
and further teach a stop profile 202 and a recess 200 for receiving the stop profile. See 
figure 5. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to utilize the stop profile and recess as taught by Dewis et al on the 
flange and housing of Balsells to further secure the seal from rotation, thereby 
improving the durability of the seal. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/16/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments have been considered, however, the noted 
features constitute new matter. Note the rejection above. Regarding the limitation 
"pressure medium", it is maintained that any fluid (including air) can be interpreted as a 
"pressure medium". There necessary exists some kind of fluid around the seal of 
Balsells. It is maintained that the rejections are proper.
